Over Two Billion This Year 


If y o u hav e been stag g ered by the 
federal budg et, hav e wo ndered ho w we 
po ssibly co uld spend so much in the 
co unty budg et, we'v e g o t so me mo re fig ­ 
ures to wo rry y o u. 
This week the state finance directo r, 
Jo hn M. Peirce, to talled up the spending 
appro priated by the recent leg islature 
and appro v ed by the g o v erno r. Fo r the 
first time in histo ry it to ps two billio n 
do llars— $2,010,8 4 8 ,032 to be ex act. 
This is two hundred millio n do llars 
mo re than last y ear. And nearly 6 3 mil­ 
lio n hig her than the g o v erno r's tentativ e 
budg et submitted in January . It is slig ht­ 
ly mo re than 
millio n do llars per day . 
What co sts so much? 
The “ principal functio n o f state g o v ­ 
ernment,” inso far as finances is co n­ 
cerned, is educatio n. State spending fo r 
scho o ls to tal nearly 8 14 millio n do llars, 
40Vfe per cent o f the entire state budg et. 
This in additio n to the fact that mo re 
than 5 0 per cent o f the co unty budg et 
also g o es to scho o ls. 
Seco nd, w ith a price tag o f $4 4 9.4 00,- 
000, are hig hway s, 22.5 per cent o f the 
to tal. Welfare and health activ ities rank 
third with 1.2 per cent, $225 ,200,000. 
Mo re than 20 per cent o f the to tal 


budg et was fo r capital o utlay , with hig h­ 
way co nstructio n, ex pansio n o f state co l­ 
leg es and Univ ersity o f Califo rnia taking 
up the majo r share. 
A quarter o f the to tal co st, mo re than 
naif a billio Yi do llars, g o es fo r o peratio n 
o f the state's g o v ernment, including 
nig her educatio n institutio ns, mental 
ho spitals, priso ns and all state ag encies. 
No w to run a so lv ent g o v ernment, y o u 
hav e to hav e inco me to meet o utg o . But 
Peirce estimates that ev en with using 
accumulated g eneral funds surpluses, 
the state still will be mo re than six mil­ 
lio n do llars in the red. This do esn’t 
wo rry him, ho wev er. If anticipated rev ­ 
enue is realized (that’s mainly y o ur tax ­ 
es, bro ther), sav ing s in ex penditures will 
co nv ert this apparent deficit into a 
“ mo derate" surplus by nex t June 30, he 
declares. 
He has hedg ed his estimate, to o , with 
a little cautio n o n the new y ear's tax 
take. No w it appears that tax pay ers will 
be required to pro v ide o nly $1.8 31,26 0,- 
922 o f the two billio n to tal. That’s $ 1 ,- 
7 27 ,000 less than the amo unt he indicat­ 
ed in January . 
Any little sav ing is g ratefully accept­ 
ed by the tax pay ers, Mr. Peirce.

rem arkable 
sports stories of 
the past half century, in my 
opinion. 
Thirteen years were repre 
sented in Canton. Ohio, in Sep 
tember, 19 20, when the Am 
erican Football Assn. was form ­ 
ed with Jim Thorpe as presi 
dent. 
In Jun e. 
19 22 George 
Halas, one of the pioneers of 
professional football, made a 
motion that the name of the 
league be changed to the Na 
tional Football League and it 
was unanimously adopted. 
In 19 26 there were 22 teams 
in the league, the largest num 
ber ever. The least number of 
teams to play in a season was 
eight in 19 32. Since 19 51 the 
number of team s in the league 
has remained constant at 12. 


Business in the league has 


not always been as good as 
it is today. Over the years 42 
clubs have gone out of busi­ 
ness, air indication that the 
road to the top has not been 
strewn with roses. 


To bring about the change 
that has m ade the National 
Football 
League 
successful, 
methods were devised which 
stimulated competition by en­ 
abling the less successful clubs 
lo engage and retain the ser­ 
vices of the better college play­ 
ers. 
In 19 34, when I was the own­ 
er of the Philadelphia Eagles. 
1 proposed to the league that it 
adopt a selective draft. This 
was adopted and in 19 36 the 
first selection was made. 


ates to benefit the lower team s 
in the standings at the end of 
the season preceding the selec­ 
tion. The team that finished 
last 
in

standings 
draws 
first and on up to the team

Indian Relic Put To Good Use 
% 
In A Busy Womans Kitchen 


By LOUISE TEATHER 
Old Indian relics belong not 
only in museti.»«. Some of 
them belong in modem kit­ 
chens, too. 
A Marin homemaker and ca­ 
reer woman, Mrs. Ray Eubanks 
of Larkspur, finds an ancient 
mortar and pestle are just the 
thing for grinding garlic and 
other ingredients for her spe­ 
cial dishes. 
The Indian utensils are sort 
of family heirlooms, for they 
were among the relics found on 
her grandparents’ ranch in An 
derson V a l l e y , Mendocino 
County, when they homestead­ 
ed there back in the 1880’s if 
ter crossing the plains from the 
Midwest in covered wagons 
Mrs. Eubanks inherited three 
old mortars and pestles and 
uses them as decorative pieces 
in her garden. She brings the 
smallest of the three into the 
kitchen when she needs it for 
grinding. 
ONE OF MRS. EUBANKS’ 
specialties is Indian Rock Sal 
ad Dressing, so called because 
the old mortar and pestle 
used by California residents of 
a much earlier day to grind 
acorn for meal—are an impor­ 
tant part of its preparation. It's 
a variety of the old favorite, 
Careen Goddess Dressing. 
This dressing may be made 
ahead, a prerequisite for prac­ 
tically all of Mrs. Eubanks’ spe­ 
cial dishes: A floral decorator 
with a busy schedule, she does 
a lot of entertaining and knows 
that it takes planning and pre­ 
paration to be ready for dinner 
guests after working all day. 
Fortunately, h er husband 
Ray (cashier in the -San Rafael 
office of Northwestern Pacific 
Railway) and their son Dale, a 
partner in the shop, are both 
very hospitably inclined and 
give her a lot of help. 
COOKING IS ONE of Mrs 
Eubanks’ hobbies. Another of 
her hobbies, flower arranging, 
developed Into a profession. 
Always an ardent gardener, 
ahe found inspiration in the 
flower« et the 19 3 9 Golden

to take classes at College of 
Marin, Santa Rosa Junior Col­ 
lege (where she had graduated

This is delicious on green 
tossed salad and also with this 
man's favorite, which Mrs. Eu­ 
banks once made for 250 of her 
husband’s fellow Masons:

“The difference between a 
good salad dressing and a me­ 
diocre one usually lies in the 
choice of vinegar used,’’ say 
members of the Sunny Hills 
Belvedere Guild No. 4, who are 
preparing herb-flavored vine­ 
gars for sale at the 58th An­ 
nual Grape Festival to be held 
on the Sunny Hill* grounds 
in San Anselmo, Saturday, Oct. 
5. 
Mrs. Frederick Tredway, who 
grows many herbs in her own 
garden on Belvedere Lagoon, 
worked out the formulas for 
the Guild’s vinegars, after a 
long and painstaking experi­ 
mentation in her own kitchen. 
Prerequisite, of course, is a 
good full-flavored vinegar, and 
the Guild does a careful job of 
selection to make sure that it 
gets the best available. For 
flavoring, 
only fresh-picked, 
home-grown herbs are used. 
They are picked at the peak 
of maturity, and on a bright, 
warm day when flavor is the 
strongest. Gently bruised to re­ 
lease their oils, they are steep­ 
ed in the vinegar in accordance 
with Mrs. Tredway’s formulas, 
which are a “trade secret” of 
the Belvedere Guild. 
Using wine vinegar as a base, 
the Guild produces tarragon, 
garlic, eschalot, and mixed herb 
vinegars, the latter blending 
the flavors of four fresh-picked 
herbs. Rounding out the assort­ 
ment is a special mint vinegar 
made by Mrs. MacBoyle Lewis. 
While most good cooks know 
the importance of using a fine 
vinegar in making salads, not 
everyone realizes that vinegar 


has an important place in other 
cookery as well. 
The mixed 
herb vinegar, 
for example, 
lends subtlety to this easy-to- 
prepare cocktail dip. 
COCKTAIL, DIP 
WITH HERBS 
H cup cream 
^4 cup horseradish 
1 8-o*. pkg. cream chees# 
1 avocado 
2 tsp. Worcestershire 
4 dashes Tabasco 
2 tsp. mixed-herb vinegar 
Force cream cheese and peel­ 
ed

sieve. Add cream, horseradish 
and seasonings. Beat well. Chill 
until serving time. Serve as a 
dip or spread on crackers. 
Vinegar is an essential in­ 
gredient in many sauces, too, 
such as the following:

If Know How

With the day s o f su mmer 
mo st wo men get a y en fo r a 
new dress that’s sheer and so ft­ 
ly feminine, with a garden 
party air. 
This u rge is easily satisfied 
if y o u make it y o u rself. A per­ 
fect descriptio n is a ro mantic 
dress o f flo wer-printed o rganza 
wo rn o v er a so lid-co lo r slip in 
harmo nizing o r matching pas­ 
tel. Lo cal sewing center ex perts 
selected a v io let-printed o r­ 
ganza wo rn o v er a pale lav en­ 
der silk slip, made fro m a 
standard pattern with inch ru l­ 
ers printed o n it fo r easy al­ 
teratio ns. 
Sewing o n sheer fabrics su ch 
as o rganza o r chiffo n is no trick 
if y o u take adv antage o f new 
sewing attachments and tech­ 
niqu es. There are three main 
ru les to keep in mind: selectio n 
o f the machine stitch, pressu re | 
o n the presser fo o t and the ten 
sio n o f the machine. 
Generally speaking, the stitch 
sho u ld be sho rter, the pressu re 
lighter and the tensio n lo o ser 
than no rmal. Use a v ery fine 
needle and remember to stitch 
mo re slo wly when wo rking with 
v ery sheer fabrics. It is no t 
necessary to back chiffo n with 
tissu e paper if y o u are sewing 
co rrectly . Fine sy nthetic thread 
wo rks well o n sy nthetic sheeers 
su ch as ny lo n, bu t fine silk 
thread is the best cho ice fo r 
silk chiffo n. 
The flange hemmer will be 
an inv alu able aid to the seam 
stress planning to tackle 
sheer dress. It makes 1/16 -inch 
hem, to simu late a hand-ro lled 
hem. It is reco mmended that 
y o u practice o n a scrap o f fab­ 
ric befo re wo rking o n the dress 
After a little practice y o u will 
be able to make a fine, smo o th 
hem o n either straight, bias o r 
cu rv ed edges. 
On sheer fabrics, a French 
seam giv es the mo st desirable 
finish when sewing with 
straight 
needle 
sewing ma­ 
chine. If y o u o wn an au to matic 
swing-needle sewing machine, 
y o u can u se a plain seam finish 
with fine zig-zag stitching to 
prev ent rav eling.

N. Bay Span To Go Into Full Use 


A 
68-million-dollar 
bridge, 
four and a half years in the 
building after years of the bit­ 
terest political and legal bat­ 
tles, will be completed in less 
than two weeks. 


On Aug. 20 at 9 a m., traffic 
will be routed over both the 
upper and lower decks of the 
Richmond-San Rafael Bridge, 
the state Department of Pub­ 
lic Works announced yester­ 
day. 


Being completed is the north 
approach pier on the Marin 
side. Constructed of concrete, 
it replaces the old wooden pier 
which served the San Rafael- 
Richmond ferries for so many 
years. 


Thus on the 20th, westbound 
traffic from Richmond to Ma­ 
rin will use the three-lane up­ 
per deck of the span. East- 
bound traffic will continue to 
use the lower deck, 
giving 


three lanes in each direction 
on different levels. 
Norman Raab, bridge design 
engineer, said today that open­ 
ing of both decks at once 
means a “virtual end” of the 
j construction contracts. He said 
only “cleanup” remain*, a proj­ 
ect which might stretch out 
another month. 
Not completed, however, is 
the construction of the divided 
freeway from the San Quentin 
entrance overpass to the Sir 


Francis Drake East overhead, 
being done by the Division of 
Highways. 


This work will cause narrow­ 
ing of westbound traffic to two 
lanes on the Marin end of the 
span as a warning about the 
narrowing road through the 
construction zone 


Work on the bridge started 
March 2, 1953, even as the bat­ 
tle about it still raged through 
the legislative halls in Sacra­ 


mento. First phase was com­ 
pleted Sept. 1, 1956, a month 1 
I ahead of schedule, when auto­ 
mobiles started to cross the up­ 
per deck. 


Several month« later traffic 
was moved to the lower deck 
and the upper deck closed as 
the wooden ferry pier was de­ 
molished and replaced. Open­ 
ing of both decks two weeks 
from now also is one month 
ahead of schedule.

HOLLYWOOD IIP — Oliver 
Hardy, the roTund partner of 
the famed Laurel and Hardy 
movie comedy team, died of the 
results of a paralytic stroke to­ 
day. He was 65. 
The plump comedian, who 
won worldwide acclaim with 
Stan Laurel over a span of more 
than two decades, succumbed 
at the Burbank home of his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Monnie L. 
Jones, after a long illness. His 
wife for 17 years, Lucille, was 
by his side. They had no chil­ 
dren. 
Hardy, who weighed more 
than 200 pounds, had been in 
“very poor” condition since suf­ 
fering a stroke a year ago. He 
was paralyzed and could not 
talk. He could barely eat and 
make motions with one hand. 
The hefty comedian had been 
living in retirem ent, 
but his 
popularity was revived recent­ 
ly with the reshowing of many 
of the old Laurel and Hardy 
comedy classics on television. 
He appeared in some 200 
films with Laurel during 30 
years. 
Laurel, 67, suffered a stroke 
in June. 1955, and was report­ 
ed nearly recovered from it. 
The pair was about to start a 
TV series at the time of the 
thin comedian’s illness.

The atomic device was fired 
at 5:25 a m. 
from a balloon 
tethered 1,500 feet over the 
Yucca Flat test area. 
Its force was estimated at 
about 20 kilotons—same as that 
of the bomb dropped on the 
Japanese city of Hiroshima just 
12 years ago yesterday.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
It's Official: State To Spend 
Over Two Billion This Year 


If you have been staggered by the 
federal budget, have wondered how we 
possibly could spend so much in the 
county budget, we've got some more fig­ 
ures to worry you. 
This week the state finance director, 
John M. Peirce, totalled up the spending 
appropriated by the recent legislature 
and approved by the governor. For the 
first time in history it tops two billion 
dollars— $2,010,848.032 to be exact. 
This is two hundred million dollars 
more than last year. And nearly 63 mil­ 
lion higher than the governor's tentative 
budget submitted in January. It is slight­ 
ly more than 5Ufe million dollars per day. 
What costs so much? 
The “ principal function of state gov­ 
ernment,” insofar as finances is con­ 
cerned, is education. State spending for 
schools total nearly 814 million dollars, 
40Vfc per cent of the entire state budget. 
This in addition to the fact that more 
than 50 per cent of the county budget 
also goes to schools. 
Second, with a price tag of $449,400,- 
000, are highways, 22.5 per cent of the 
total. Welfare and health activities rank 
third with 1.2 per cent, $225.200,000. 
More than 20 per cent of the total 


budget was for capital outlay, with high­ 
way construction, expansion of state col­ 
leges and University of California taking 
up the major share. 
A quarter of the total cost, more than 
naif a billioYi dollars, goes for operation 
of the state’s government, including 
nigher education institutions, mental 
hospitals, prisons and all state agencies. 
Now to run a solvent government, you 
have to have income to meet outgo. But 
Peirce estimates that even with using 
accumulated general funds surpluses, 
the state still will be more than six mil­ 
lion dollars in the red. This doesn’t 
worry him, however. If anticipated rev­ 
enue is realized (that’s mainly your tax­ 
es, brother), savings in expenditures wiTl 
convert this apparent deficit into a 
“ moderate” surplus by next June 30, he 
declares. 
He has hedged his estimate, too, with 
a little caution on the new year’s tax 
take. Now it appears that taxpayers will 
be required to provide only $1,831,260,- 
922 of the two billion total. That’s S1 
727,000 less than the amount he indicat­ 
ed in January. 
Any little saving is gratefully accept­ 
ed by the taxpayers, Mr. Peirce.

T h irteen years were re p re ­ 
sented in Canton, Ohio, in Sep­ 
tem ber. 1920. when the A m­ 
erican Football Assn. was form ­ 
ed with Jim T horpe as presi­ 
dent. 
In June. 
1922 George 
Halas, one of the pioneers of 
professional football, made a 
motion that the nam e of the 
league be changed to the Na­ 
tional Football League and it 
was unanim ously adopted. 
In 1926 there were 22 team s 
in the league, the largest n u m ­ 
ber ever. The least n u m b er of 
team s to play in a season was 
eight in 1932 
Since 1951 the 
n u m b e r of team s in the league 
has rem ained constant at 12. 
Business in the league has 
not always been as good as 
It Is today. Over the years 42 
flubs have gone out of busi­ 
ness, an indication that the 
road to the top has not been 
strew n with roses. 


To bring about the change 
th a t has made the National 
Football 
League 
successful, 
m ethods were devised which 
stim ulated competition by en­ 
abling the less successful clubs 
to engage and retain the ser­ 
vices of the better college play­ 
ers. 
In 1934, when I was the ow n­ 
e r of the Philadelphia Eagles, 
I proposed to the league th at it 
adopt a selective draft. This 
was adopted and in 1936 lhe 
first selection was made. 


The annual selection op er­ 
ates to benefit the lower team s 
. in the standings at the end of 
the season preceding the selec­ 
tion. The team th at finished

In 
the last five years th e a tte n d ­ 
ance record has been broken 
each year. 


This, of course, has meant 
gre ate r income to the player, 
which over the Iasi 11 years 
has increased on the average 
approxim ately 300 p er cent. 
E very year I consider M 
part of my responsibility So 
tell all players that the se­ 
curing of a job is of first im 
portance and that in conjunc 
lion with his playing football 
he should m ake every effort 
to establish hm iself in a bus 
iness or professional career.

I tell the players th at p ro ­ 
fessional football is not a busi­ 
ness for them , th at it is a 
m eans of establishing th e m ­ 
selves in a business or pro fes­ 
sion that they can carry on 
with the re m ain d er of th e ir 
lives. 
A survey of the 396 play­ 
ers in the National Football 
League shows that the av­ 
erage term of service was 
less than th ree and one-half 
years,

Vinegars For Sunny Hills

“The difference between a 
good salad dressing and a me­ 
diocre one usually lies in the 
choice of vinegar used,” say 
members of the Sunny Hills 
Belvedere Guild No. 4, who are 
preparing herb-flavored vine­ 
gars for sale at the 58th An­ 
nual Grape Festival to be held 
on th« Sunny Hills grounds 
in San Anselmo, Saturday, Oct. 
5. 
Mrs. Frederick Tredway, who 
grows many herbs in her own 
garden on Belvedere Lagoon, 
worked out the formulas for 
the Guild's vinegars, after a 
long and painstaking experi­ 
mentation in her own kitchen. 
Prerequisite, of course, is a 
good full-flavored vinegar, and 
the Guild does a careful job of 
selection to make sure that it 
gets the best available. For 
flavoring, 
only fresh-picked, 
home-grown herbs are used. 
They are picked at the peak 
of maturity, and on a bright, 
warm day when flavor is the 
strongest. Gently bruised to re­ 
lease their oils, they are steep­ 
ed in the vinegar in accordance 
with Mrs. Tredway’s formulas, 
which are a “trade secret” of 
the Belvedere Guild. 
Using wine vinegar as a base, 
the Guild produces tarragon, 
garlic, eschalot, and mixed herb 
vinegars, the latter blending 
the flavors of four fresh-picked 
herbs. Rounding out the assort­ 
ment is a special mint vinegar 
made by Mrs. MacBoyle Lewis. 
While most good cooks know 
the importance of using a fine 
vinegar in making salads, not 
everyone realizes that vinegar 


has an im portant place in other 
cookery as well. 
The mixed 
herb vinegar, 
for example, 
lends subtlety to this easy-to- 
prepare cocktail dip. 
COCKTAIL, DIP 
WITH HERBS 
Vi cup cream 
V« cup horseradish 
1 8-oi. pkg. cream cheesi 
1 avocado 
2 tsp. W orcestershire 
4 dashes Tabasco 
2 tsp. mixed-herb vinegar 
Force cream cheese and peel­ 
ed 
avocado 
through 
coarse 
sieve. Add cream, horseradish 
and seasonings. Beat well. Chill 
until serving time Serve as a 
dip or spread on crackers. 
Vinegar is an essential in­ 
gredient in many sauces, too, 
such as the following: 
SOUR CREAM SAUCI 
2 egg yolks or 1 egg 
cup sour cream 
1 Tbsp. Tarragon vinegar 
Salt and pepper 
Beat eggs in upper part of 
double 
boiler. 
Stir in 
sour 
cream and vinegar. Cook over 
hot water, stirring constantly, 
until thickened. 
Remove from heat and add 
sak and peppe»* to taste. Serve 
at once on hot potato salad, 
vegetables or fish. 
LAMB SHANKS. 
The use of vinegar as a meat 
tenderizing agent should not 
be forgotten, say Guild mem­ 
bers, who pass on this simple 
way to prepare lamb shanks 
with garlic vinegar. 
MEHTOD: Rub each shank 
all over with salt and freshly 
ground pepper. Place on a rack 
in an open pan in a 300 degTee

Sewing Sheer 


Fabric Easy 


If Know How 


By DOROTHY ROE 
With the days of summer 
most women get a yen for a 
new dress that’s sheer and soft­ 
ly feminine, with a garden 
party air. 
This urge is easily satisfied 
if you make it yourself. A per­ 
fect description is a romantic 
dress of flower-printed organza 
worn over a solid-color slip in 
harmonizing or matching pas­ 
tel. Local sewing center experts 
selected a violet-printed or­ 
ganza worn over a pale laven­ 
der silk slip, made from a 
standard pattern with inch rul­ 
ers printed on it for easy al­ 
terations. 
Sewing on sheer fabrics such 
as organza or chiffon is no trick 
if you take advantage of new 
sewing attachments and tech­ 
niques. There are three main 
rules to keep in mind: selection 
of the machine stitch, pressure 
on the presser foot and the ten­ 
sion of the machine. 
Generally speaking, the stitch 
should be shorter, the pressure 
lighter and the tension looser 
than normal. Use a very fine 
needle and remember to stitch 
more slowly when working with 
very sheer fabrics. It is not 
necessary to back chiffon with 
tissue paper if you are sewing 
correctly. Fine synthetic thread 
works well on synthetic sheeers 
such as nylon, but fine silk 
thread is the best choice for 
silk chiffon. 
The flange hemmer will be 
an invaluable aid to the seam­ 
stress planning to tackle a 
sheer dress. It makes 1/16-inch 
hem, to simulate a hand-rolled 
hem. It is recommended that 
you practice on a scrap of fab­ 
ric before working on the dress. 
After a little practice you will 
be able to make a fine, smooth 
hem on either straight, bias or 
curved edges. 
On sheer fabrics, a French 
seam gives the most desirable 
finish when sewing with a 
straight 
needle 
sewing ma­ 
chine. If you own an automatic 
swing-needle sewing machine, 
you can use a plain seam finish 
with fine zig-zag stitching to 
prevent raveling.

ed. The Menzies home, built in 
1865 by G. F. Haskell, retains 
its original charm. However, 
, the house and 
stables 
have 
, been remodeled and Mr. Men­ 
zies has improved the grounds 
! with the 
planting 
of 
many 
exotic trees and shrubs. The 
house is filled with gorgeous 
antiques, 
among these some 
chairs 
which were 
brought 
from the Castle Menzies in 
Scotland. Fine China, original 
Wedgewood 
patterns, 
r a r e 
Meissen p o r c e l a i n s and a 
Crown Derby tea set are dis­ 
played in beautiful cabinets. 
The house was sold to Hudson 
DeLa 
Montanya 
before 
the 
Menzies acquired title in 1904. 
Next stop on the tour will 
be the 
Frank 
J. 
Benedetti 
home, 
“Homeside” 
at 
201 
Linden 
lane. The house, de­ 
signed by Welsh, Carey and 
Welsh, was partially completed 
when • the 
1906 
earthquake 
rocked the Bay Area. The 
house was torn down and re- 
consrtucted with heavy 
steel 
reinforcements. It was 
built 
for James Follis, whose 
son, 
Gwin, is now chairman of the 
board of Standard Oil of Cal­ 
ifornia. The house of 28 rooms 
is situated on a knoll surround­ 
ed by a six acre estate. The 
gardens were laid out by John 
McLaren, designer of Golden 
Gate 
Park, 
and 
formerly 
stretched down to Grand ave­ 
nue. 
The former grand en­ 
trance has been subdivided 
and the roadway is known as 


Newhall drive, but it still leads 
up the hill to the lovely old 
house. This was purchased by 
Mr. and Mrs. Aimer Newhall 
in 1915. He was a well known 
San Francisco financier. The 
family has 
been 
prominent 
ever since Henry Mayo New­ 
hall came to California during 
the Gold Rush era. The house 
was sold to Mr. and Mrs. De- 
Benedetti in 1937 and they 
have remodeled it extensively 
to show to the best advantage 
their fine furniture and gorge­ 
ous antiques. As for instance 
in the dining room, a hand­ 
some white Cararra marble 
mantel with a fine ormolu 18th 
Century crock s t a n d s out 
against the redwood paneled 
walls with mahogany built in 
sideboards. 


‘EDGE WOOD’ 
The “tourists” will go next 
to the Wakefield Baker place 
“Edgewood” at 120 Mountain 
View avenue which was built 
by Mrs. Baker’s father, Frank 
Madison in 1906 as a perma­ 
nent residence and is occupied 
now by the Bakers as a sum­ 
mer house. The house, contain­ 
ing 15 rooms, remains as it was 
when constructed although the 
gardens 
have 
been 
heavily 
planted and landscaped during 
the years. 
Recently a 
large 
swimming pool and terraced 
area, 
designed 
by 
Herman 
Hein, were added. The house 
stands on the foundations of 
the old Bates school which was 
destroyed by fire about 1892. 
The old barn of the school still 
stands on the property. This is 
particularly interesting as Rob­ 
ert Menzies, whose home is on 
the tour, attended this school 
for boys. 


GRAND OLD PLACE 
One of the grand old houses 
to be opened for the tour, at 
210 Locust avenue, is the man­ 
sion built by William Lichten- 
berg in 1875. Aside from gin­ 
gerbread details added in 1886 
by William Curlett, a San Fran­ 
cisco architect famous for em­ 
bellishing houses of the time 


with towers and turrets, and 
a wing added in 1878, it is the 
same as when built. The huge 
open two story hall is paneled 
in hand polished redwood. It 
is filled with fine old furniture 
which Mr. Lichtenberg bought 
when the house was new. He 
was born in Hanover, Germany 
and lived for a number of years 
in Java where he was Hanover­ 
ian consul and had a large rice 
plantation. In 1873 he brought 
his wife, the former Charlotte 
Finke, whose family founded 
the North German Lloyd Steam­ 
ship Co., and his five year old 
daughter, Anna, to San Rafael 
The house is occupied by the 
Lichtenbergs’ 
two daughters, 
Mrs. Alfred (Anna) DuBois, 
Mrs. Harry D. (Elsa) Johnson, 
and son, William Lichtenberg, 
a mining engineer. 
Last stop on the tour will be 
at 116 Locust avenue, home of 
Dr. and Mrs. Louis Luster Rob­ 
inson where champagne and 
other 
refreshments 
will 
be 
served. This large Victorian 
house, designed by Nathaniel 
Blaisdale, was built in 1892 for 
the Clemens Hohwiesner fam­ 
ily. Mrs. Hohweisner designed 
the garden. Mrs. Rex Sherer 
(Angelita Hohweisner) recalls 
that Tony Soldavini who did 
the garden work brought back 
from Milan, Italy, some silk 
worms which the Hohweisner 
children raised and they wove 
some silk from the fibers made 
by the worms. Mr. and Mrs. 
Sherer 
operated 
Hitchcock 
Military Academy, later Tamal- 
pais School for Boys, for many 
years. The house was sold in 
1926 to the Lloyd Weavers, 
who in 1935 sold it to the Rob­ 
insons. The house has about 
16 rooms and, including the 
full basement to the servant 
quarters in the attic, is four 
stories. 
Assisting Mrs. Halsey and 
Mrs. Stapp are Mrs. W. T. Clev- 
erdon Jr. and Mrs. Helen Low­ 
ry, tickets; Mrs. A. L. Main, 
chairman of hostesses; 
and

worth buying. 
Perfumes and liquors are 
probably the best buys, simply 
because they cost a lot more 
at home. France is the world’s 
biggest and best manufacturer 
of perfumes, but stick to the 
well-known names in shopping, 
and smell your way. Shops love 
to spray you with every scent 
in the house, until you smell 
like a mixed bouquet. Customs 
permit only one bottle of a 
kind, remember. 
Gloves are good, (they start 
at about $4), but watch out for 
cheaper ones which may dye 
the wearer’s hands. 
In fact, 
never assume anything is col­ 
or-fast in France unless it’s 
guaranteed to be. Beautiful silk 
scarves, a classic gift from Par­ 
is, are often a blurred ruin af­ 
ter one dip in the basin. 
Attractive costume jewelry, 
is more expensive than it’s 
American equivalent, and the 
gilt is more likely to tarnish. 
American visitors say that 
handbags are a bargain. One

Market Milk 
Production 
Dips In April 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — The 
continuing shift of California 
milk production from manufac­ 
turing to market, or fluid, chan­ 
nels was reflected in a report 
that market milk production in­ 
creased 10.8 per cent last April 
over April of 1956, and manu­ 
facturing milk deliveries drop­ 
ped 11.9 per cent. 
Over-all production was up 
3.9 per cent, while sales of fluid 
milk rose 7 per cent in the year. 
By major areas, the percentage 
increases in sales of fluid milk 
were: Southern California, 8.2; 
San Joaquin Valley, 6.2; San 
Francisco Bay Area, 5.8; Sacra­ 
mento Valley, 4.5. 
In the Mann marketing area, 
sales of fluid market milk prod­ 
ucts amounted to 342.828 gal­ 
lons of fluid milk, standard 
grade; 8,579 gallons of fluid 
milk, premium grade, for a 
total of 351.407 gallons. In ad­ 
dition, 20,130 gallons of fluid 
skim milk. 5,538 gallons of fla­ 
vored milk drink, and 10,033 
gallons of half-and-half were 
sold in the area.
